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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' arguments, filed 17 November 2010, have been fully considered. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly 
applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102(b) 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 50-55 and 61-63 are rejected rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Peschel et al. (Angew Chem Int Ed Engl., Vol. 34 No. 13/14, 1995, p. 
1442). 

Peschel et al. (hereafter referred to as Peschel) teaches the salt 
Au 5 5{P-Ph2(meta-C6H4S03H)} 12 Cl6, 

as of Peschel, page 1442 right column, second full paragraph. In one 
embodiment, said complex is present at 3 X 10" 6 molar (3 micromolar) in aqueous 
solution, as of Peschel, page 1442 right column, fourth full paragraph. The water from 
the aqueous solution is understood to be a pharmaceutical^ tolerated, non-toxic 
excipient. 
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The composition relied upon appears to be used as an intermediate in the 
preparation of a combination of the gold complex and polyethyleneimine and mica. 
However, said solution still anticipates the claim despite the fact that it is an 
intermediate, and not the desired final product. See MPEP 21 31 .05. 

Peschel does not recognize medical uses of the above complex (e.g. Peschel 
does not recognize that the size, electronegativity, or stabilization of said complex 
allows interaction with DNA under physiological conditions). As such, Peschel does not 
recognize that the aqueous solution comprising the above gold complex is formulated 
for the treatment of cancer. However, there does not appear to be a structural difference 
between the prior art and the invention, as the specification describes a 3 micromolar 
aqueous solution of said gold complex, as of page 23 line 13 of the instant specification. 
As such, the skilled artisan would have expected that the solution of Peschel would 
have been capable of treating cancer, as required by the claims. Something which is old 
does not become patentable upon the discovery of a new property, and the inherent 
feature need not be recognized at the time of the invention. See MPEP 21 1 2(l) and 
2112(11).
